FINDING A COMET. 


Joe Cass Wb#ro a Blunder Proved a 
Friend to Science. 
Probably 
the 
most 
extraordinary 
discover)- of a comet was that of the 
one known as “a 1858$.” 
It happened 
this way, es told in Science by W. W. 
Campbell of the lick observatory: 
Professor Char lea D. Perrine discov­ 
ered a comet ou Nov. 17, lMft, and 
observed it night after night till Dec. 
LM, IMP.*, when it was bait to sight In 
the glare of the sun’s rays. 
Professor 
Perrine ami Mr. Campbell calculated 
its orbit for 181H1, and their computa­ 
tions were published in the astronom­ 
ical Journal*. 
Just la*fore dawn on Jan. 30, IWO, 
Perrine 
and 
Campbell 
watched 
it 
emerge from behind the sun at the 
precise spot they liad predicted. 
On 
Feb. 14 a cablegram In cipher an­ 
nounced that Lamp at Kiel, Germany, 
had rediscovered Perrine'* comet that 
morning and gave Uh position. 
This 
differed by twenty-four minutes of time 
from the position in which Perrine 
knew his comet to I sc 
This was not 
explained for several weeks, when it 
turned out that in translating the ci­ 
pher cablegram a mistake had been 
made and that the cablegram a* sent 
placed the comet Just where Perrine 
had observed it. 
Before this error bad been discovered, 
however, and on the morning of Feb. 
IR Perrine turned bls telescope to the 
spot Indicated In the cablegram and 
saw a com et 
He naturally supposed 
that La .up at Kiel bad discovered this 
new comet and mistaken it fur tbs 
Perrine comet, and not until the error 
in translating the cablegram was dis­ 
covered did it become evident that this 
was not so and that the error had 
actually directed the telescope to a 
new comet. 
And, stranger still, this new comet 
was moving so rapidly that had Per­ 
rine directed his telescope to the spot 
indicated at any other time but Just 
that morning he would not have seen 
It aud It might never have been dis­ 
covered. 


Declared That Extraordinary Issue* of 
Bonds Tend to Inflation of Currency 
and 
High 
Prices—Advertising Col­ 
umns of Newspapers Provide Beet 
Method of Stopping Waste. 


By ARTHUR W. DUNN. 
Washington, 
Sept. 
5.—(Special)—In 
financing the war there Is u conflict be­ 
tween two school* of thought. 
One Is 
for raising as much of tins money us 
possible by immediate taxation, and 
the other would issue bonds and carry 
the expense to future generation*. Of 
course a large portion of the expense 
must be met by bond Issues, and It will 
be necessary to pile up a public debt 
which will be little less than appalling. 
But there are many people who believe 
that to some extent this gre at debt can 
tx* lessened lf all the available sources 
of taxation of the present time are uti­ 
lized. 
In the debates In the senate ninny 
solemn 
warnings 
have 
Is* en 
made 
against Issuing bonds too freely. 
Inflation and Cost. 
Two objections 
have been 
urged 
against extraordinary Issues of bonds. 
One Is that bond issues tend to infla­ 
tion of tint currency, for bonds are 
themselves a sort of money, which 
pusses current in large financial trans­ 
actions, and that such inflation will 
make the present abnormal high prices 
still higher. 
The Issue of bonds, It Is also claim­ 
ed, will greatly odd to the cest of the 
war because of the interest charge* 
lf the bonds nm for any length of time 
It will mean that they will be paid 
twice, once at maturity, and while 
they run the Interest will about equal 
their face value. 


"Sordid Considerations." 
When war talk begins and some one 
mildly or feebly protests against war 
on account of tho immense cost that 
person Is squelched by assertions to 
tho effect that patriotism and national 
honor should not be influenced nor gov­ 
erned by any such sordid considera­ 
tions, 
And when the war spirit has 
Its way there are a lot of men who 
must take up these ‘’sordid con aldern 
Hons" and levy taxes on the country 
so as to pay for defending the national 
honor ami back up tho patriotism that 
ha* been displayed. 


Locating tho Units. 
The postoffice department has Issued 
ait order directing that persons sending 
mail to soldiers in Europe must address 
It to the man, Hie company and the 
regiment. 
If this order Is carried out 
it will not be very long before the !<►- 
catlon of every company and regiment 
will he known to everybody. 
The war department has been at 
great pains to prevent any information 
concerning the nutnlier, the name of 
the organization or the names of the in­ 
dividual officers, outside of the stuff, 
I><-coining known for four that the In­ 
formation would get to the Germans. 
lf the names of the companies and reg 
I moats are to be written out on ull let­ 
ters it will not Im* very long before 
there will Im* a general knowledge of 
the number of troops aud regiments 
that are sent abroad in tile American 
expedition. 


Stop th* Wast*. 
lf ail the literature which the gov­ 
ernment is sending out could reach all 
the people they would he surfeited 
with Information anti advice. 
“Stop 
the waste" is emblazoned in a grout 
deal of It. 
In nearly every envelope 
containing matter for which free space 
is uskotl there Is advice or Instruction 
us to how to save on some commodity 
ami thus help the country. 
Of course the best methods of reach­ 
ing tho country have uot been used - 
that is, the advertising columns of the 
papers. 
IVrlmps the time may come 
when the government will luke a leaf 
out of tin* lawk of experience of ll rent 
Britain and advertise for what It wants 
so urgently. 
Dogs and Expanses. 
There were statesmen in Washing­ 
ton who seriously considered the ad­ 
visability of levying u tax on dogs as 
a means of raising revenue. 
Some one 
sent a communication advocating such 
a tux to Vice President Marshall, and 
he primed it in the Record, but that 
w as as far as it ever went. 
“There ought to la* a tax on dogs.*’ 
said an influential senator, “but I am 
in polltica aud intend to remain in (toll- 
tics, so I can’t afford to advocate such 
a tax. 
But it ought to be done. 
We 
might get rid of a great number of 
useless dogs and at the same time 
largely increase the revenue.

It seems to h a te been a great mis­ 
take on the part of those who framed 
the revenue bill in not providing that 
the tax on liquors should become* effec­ 
tive at tho time the bill was introduc­ 
ed. Since that time millions of gallons 
of whisky have bern withdrawn from 
t*ond, purins* the existing tax instead 
of tho double tax of the revenue bill. 
and yet this whisky has been sold at 
largely increased prices. 
These In­ 
creased prices are “war profit*** and 
ought to be taxed accordingly.

When Admiral Dewey’s fleet was in ! 
Manila harbor in 18U8, after taking the 
city, the only fleet which did not sa-1 
lute our flag was the fleet of the Ger­ 
man government. 
It was heavier, gun 
for gun, than the American. 
Its atti­ 
tude was so threatening that the Eng­ 
lish fleet under Admiral Chichester an­ 
chored between the two, ready to act. 
It was not the last time English and 
American fleets were to act together 
in defense of freedom. 
In the Judgment and on the authori­ 
ty of one of the few of those then on 
the ground and still living who held 
high positions no doubt existed in our j 
fleet, our army or our civil administra­ 
tors that the kaiser’s fleet had instruc-J 
tions to use any opportunity for action. I 
The German government extorted from ; 
us the Caroline Islands, now in Jap a­ 
nese hands, a serious addition to our 
future perils of the Pacific. 
When President McKinley came to a 
final decision on our retention of the 
Philippines he was powerfully influ­ 
enced by u personal message from Lord 
Salisbury, not through the usual chan- j 
riels, that he hoped the United States I 
would keep the archipelago, because if 
we did not this German government 
would take them and a general war 
would follow, ainee Japan and Eng­ 
land would act. 
I say this on the au­ 
thority of my lifelong friend and for 
thirty years my beloved chief on the 
Philadelphia Press, the late diaries 
Emory Smith, then postmaster general.
